The  town  voted  at  the  last  annual  meeting  the  sum 
of  $5,000  for  paving  and  concreting  which  we  laid  out  in 
concreting.  We  would  recommend  that  Pleasant  street 
to  the  railroad  track  be  paved,  and  we  would  recommend 
that  the  sum  of  $5,000  be  raised  for  paving  and  concret- 
ing the  ensuing  year.  The  sum  of  $8,000  was  raised  last 
year  for  highways  and  bridges  which  you  will  see  by 
the  report  "was  not  one-third  as  much  as  we  expended. 
In  order  not  to  run  the  town  in  debt  we  would  recom- 
mend that  a  larger  sum  be  raised  for  the  year  ensuing. 

You  will  see  by  the  report  the  town  increased  its 
debt  a  little  over  $6,000  the  past  year  which  we  account 
for  by  the  land  damage  and  building  new  streets.  We 
have  settled  all  claims  for  injuries  received  on  highways 
during  the  past  year.  Rev.  Robert  Bennett  slipped  on 
sidewalk  at  Weirs,  injury  to  both  ankles,  paid  $1,200  in 
settlement.  Alex  Dorety  was  at  work  for  the  town,  the 
bank  caved  in  and  broke  leg,  we  paid  the  doctors  bill 
and    aid     amounting   to    $234    in    full    settlement.     Mrs. 
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Rowen  slipped  on  sidewalk,  settled  with  her  for  Si  10  in 
full.  During  the  past  year  we  have  funded  all  notes 
bearing  more  than  4  per  cent,  as  we  could  procure  for  the 
town  all  money  needed  at  4  per  cent,  annual  interest. 

The  town  voted  at  the  last  annual  meeting  to  refer 
the  purchase  of  the  fire  alarm  (which  was  then  in  use)  or 
not  as  they  thought  the  public  good  required.  We  investi- 
gated it  and  thought  the  fire  alarm  more  efficient  with  a 
whistle  and  one  bell  than  with  two  bells  which  we  could 
purchase  at  the  same  price.  We  decided  to  purchase  it 
at  the  cost  of  $2,385,  and  as  far  as  we  know  gives  perfect 
satisfaction.

The  sewers  are  all  in  good  condition,  having  been  thor- 
oughly flushed  and  cleaned  in  the  fall.  No  trouble  from 
stoppage  has  been  experienced  except  from  matter  that 
the  system  was  not  intended  to  carry.  The  iron  siphon 
at  Church  street  bridge  and  the  two  submerged  outlets 
in  Winnisquam  bay,  although  requiring  close  attention, 
have  given  no  trouble.  Appearance  of  sewerage  matter 
on  the  shores  of  the  bay  has  in  no  case  been  seen  or  re- 
ported. No  trouble  has  been  experienced  through  the 
portion  of  this  unusually  cold  winter  just  past  of  pipes 
freezing,  and  strange  as  it  may  seem  the  flush  tanks  are 
running  all  right  with  no  tendency  to  freeze  whatever. 

I  would  call  attention  to  the  stone  dam  built  this  past 
summer  in  O.  L.  Oilman's  pasture,  from  which  water  is 
supplied  to  the  flush  tank  at  the  head  of  Gilford  avenue 
sewer.  The  quantity  of  water  supplied  is  sufficient  to 
flush  the  tank  ever}'  five  minutes  and  greatly  helps  out 
the  long  line  of  sewer  down  Church  street  to  the  bridge. 

Everything  done  on  this  water  system  it  has  been  the 
intention  to  do  thoroughly,  thereby  reducing  the  cost  of 
maintenance  to  a  minimum. 

During  the  past  summer  the  Laconia  Land  and  Im- 
provement Co.  have  laid  about  350  feet  of  six-inch  sewer 
in  their  street  which  leads  from  Union  avenue  (above  the 
Casino  )  tow  arc!  the  northwest. .  The)'  have  made  their 
house  eonnections  and  completed  the  whole  at  their  own 
expense,  and  at  the  same  time  have  paid  for  a  sewer  per- 
mit for  each   house.       I    would    respectfully    recommend 
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that  when  the  street  is  made  a  public  highway  that  the 
town  reimburse  them  for  the  expense  incurred  on  the 
six-inch  sewer,  as  the  same  was  laid  under  the  direction 
of  the  superintendent  and  in  a  first-class  manner. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  selectmen  and  the  sewer  commis- 
sioners for  the  firm  support  and  confidence  tendered  me 
during  the  past  season  and  also  for  the  good  advice  and 
suggestions  received.

The  health  officer  has  acted  on  all  complaints  that  have 
been  properly  made,  and  frequently  on  his  own  responsi- 
bility. Monthly  reports  have  been  made  to  the  State 
Board  of  Health  throughout  the  year. 

Our  physicians  have  in  every  case  so  far  as  known,  with 
one  exception,  promptly  notified  the  health  officer  when 
diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever  has  been  discovered,  and  the 
infected  houses  have  been  closed  from  the  public  at  once. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  present  term  during  the  months 
of  April,  May  and  June,  there  were  thirty-eight  cases  of 
diphtheria  in  town,  fifteen  of  which  were  fatal.  Many  of 
these  cases  might,  in  our  opinion,  have  been  prevented 
had  proper  attention  been  paid  to  the  regulations  of  this 
department.  It  was  found  necessary  to  bring  two  or 
three  cases  before  the  police  court,  as  a  warning  that  the 
rules  must  be  obeyed.  As  soon  as  it  was  understood  that 
the  rules  and  regulations  must  be  obeyed  in  every  case, 
the  disease  was  soon  stamped  out,  and  since  July  there 
have  been  but  three  cases  and  none  of  these  were  fatal. 

The  following  statistics  in  regard  to  the  other  work  of 
the  health  officer  may  be  of  interest: 

Number  of  houses  closed  and  fumigated,  24;  number  of 
cases  of  scarlet  fever,  4,  none  fatal;  number  complaints 
made  to  officer  during  year,  530;  number  of  Nuisances 
abated,  258;  number  of  vaults  ordered  cleaned,  147; 
ordered  to  connect  with  the  public  sewer,  68;  foul  sink 
drains,  90;  animals  buried,  32;  offal  removed,  21  cases; 
damp  cellars,  31;  filthy  cellars,  10;  bad  wells  condemed, 
3;  foul  water  closets,  83;  filthy  alley- ways,  11;  Sinks 
ordered  trapped,  56;  ashes  in  street,  9.

RULES  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT, 

Adopted  April  26,   1875. 

Article  i.  Immediately  upon  an  alarm  of  fire,  com- 
panies will  repair  with  their  apparatus  to  the  place  indi- 
cated, with  all  possible  dispatch  consistent  with  safety, 
and,  in  case  of  fire,  the  foreman  first  arriving  shall  be  in 
command  until  the  arrival  of  an  engineer. 

Art.  2.  In  proceeding  to,  working  at,  or  returning 
from  fires,  noisy  demonstrations  are  strictly  prohibited, 
and  it  is  required  of  officers  of  companies  to  maintain 
perfect  order  in  their  respective  commands  during  all  such 
service.     Racing  between  companies  is  strictly  prohibited. 

Art.  3.  No  member  of  any  company  shall  leave  town 
without  first  informing  his  foreman  ;  no  foreman  without 
informing  one  of  the  engineers  ;  and  in  either  case  the 
party  so  leaving  shall  provide  a  substitute. 

Art.  4.  Companies  shall  not  take  their  apparatus  out 
of  the  precinct  unless  ordered  or  accompanied  by  an  en- 
gineer. 

Art.  5.  Any  order  issued  by  the  chief  or  an  assistant 
engineer  shall  be  promptly  obeyed. 

Art.  6.  Any  fireman  neglecting  his  duty  at  fires,  or 
violating  the  regulations,  shall  be  reported  by  the  fore- 
man of  his  company  to  the  engineers  at  once. 

Adopted  March  20,  1886. 

Art.  7.  Any  engine  or  hose  company  running  out  a 
line  of  hose  from  a  hydrant  or  steamer  shall  be  entitled 
to  the   pipe,   although  the  hose  of  other  companies  may 
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be  attached  in  order  to  reach  the  fire  ;  and  any  company 
coming  to  the  fire  and  finding  an  incomplete  line  of  hose 
laid  out  from  a  hydrant  or  a  steamer,  shall  attach  to  and 
lengthen  out  such  line,  in  lieu  of  laying  a  line  of  its  own. 

Art.  8.  Each  engine  and  hose  company  shall  have 
equal  claim  to  the  hydrants  ;  but  it  is  enjoined  upon  the 
engine  companies  to  draught  their  own  water  from  a  res- 
ervoir whenever  a  suitable  one  can  be  found  within  a  reas- 
onable distance. 

Art.  9,  No  company  shall  take  possession  of  a  hydrant 
or  reservoir  unless  their  hose  and  apparatus  for  attaching 
the  same  are  at  hand  ready  for  use.  The  company  which 
shall  be  thus  ready  shall  be  entitled  to  such  hydrant  or 
reservoir  ;  but  upon  the  order  of  an  engineer  another 
company  may  attach  a  second  line  of  hose  from  such  hy- 
drant or  steamer  in  case  the  same  may  be  necessary,  such 
company  having  first  laid  its  hose  and  being  ready  to  at- 
tach the  same. 

Art.  10.  No  fireman  will  be  excused  from  attending 
the  annual  parade  unless  excused  by  the  Board  of  Engi- 
neers.

School  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  town  of  Laconia: 

We  take  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following  annual 
report  of  the  schools  in  District  No.  i,  in  Laconia  : 

Never  during  any  one  year  in  the  history  of  Laconia 
iias  our  public  school  increased  in  attendance  to  such  a 
proportionate  extent  as  during  the  past  year.  At  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year  which  is  just  now  ending,  we  began 
to  occupy  the  two  finished  rooms  on  Gilford  avenue.  It 
was  expected  that  this  additional  room  would  relieve  the 
over  crowded  condition  of  our  lower  grades  and  enable  us 
to  abandon  the  leased  room  on  Lake  street.  But  contra- 
ry to  the  expectations  of  all  we  have  been  obliged  to  fin- 
ish the  two  remaining  rooms  on  Gilford  avenue,  to  re-lease 
the  Lake  street  room  and  to  crowd  our  primary  rooms  to 
their  utmost  capacity,  and  to-day  after  every  means  of 
providing  room  for  our  pupils  have  been  exhausted  seven- 
ty-five^have  been  either  turned  away  or  allowed  to  form 
ways  of  idleness  on  the  streets.  There  is  a  great  need  of 
another  building  of  three  rooms,  and  until  this  is  provided 
it  is  utterly  impossible  to  accommodate  the  children. 

It  is  not  a  question  of  convenience  with  which  we  are 
contending  ;  but  without  more  room  we  shall  be  obliged 
to  crowd  our  lower  grades  to  such  an  extent  that  it  will  be 
impossible  to  obtain  the  best  results  in  instruction  and  to 
refuse  admission  to  fifty  or  seventy-five  children.  This  is 
a  grave  condition  of  affairs.  It  will  be  apparent  to  all  that 
the  district  is  legally  bound  to  educate  its  youth.  We  are 
not  only  required  to  furnish  the  means,  but  to  compel  at- 
tendance. But  were  we  to  violate  the  law  surely  it  would 
be  an  embarrassing  task  to  select  the  children  that  are  to 
be  brought  up  in  ignorance  and  taught  without  restraint 
the  vicious  habits  of  the  street. 

The  board  is  aware  that  it  may  seem  a  hardship  to  the 
tax-payer  to  be  called  upon  to  build  another  building  so 
soon  after  the  liberal  provision  of  one  year  ago.  Our 
citizens  have  always  been   liberal    in   their  school  appro- 
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priatiohs  and  a  desire  to  get  the  schools  onto  a  good  basis 
and  to  provide  the  means  for  a  practical  and  liberal  edu- 
cation has  always  characterized  their  proceedings. 

To  relieve  the  district  of  the  expense  of  erecting 
another  building  this  year  we -have  made  strenuous  effort 
to  hire  room,  but  without  success.  We  dwell  at  some 
length  upon  this  question  at  this  time  for  the  purpose  of 
getting  it  before  the  voters  in  season  for  sufficient  delib- 
eration before  the  matter  is  to  be  acted  upon  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  district,  which  is  to  follows. 

We  employ  nineteen  teachers  at  an  annual  expenditure 
of* $8,914. 76;  the  greatest  number  of  teachers  employed  at 
any  one  time  during  last  year  was  fifteen;  the  average 
weekly  salary  was  $12.20  against  $12.08  the  present  year. 
the  average  enrollment  per  room  for  1892  was  fifty-six, 
while  that  of  the  present  year  is  fifty-seven. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  a  satisfactory  progress  in  the 
school  now.  It  has  been  the  object  and- highest  aim  of 
the  board  to  secure  the  services  of  the  most  efficient  in- 
structors in  the  several  grades,  and  our  efforts  have  suc- 
ceeded, not  only  in  securing  teachers  with  sufficient 
education,  but  those  prompted  with  a  higher  sense  of  their 
responsibility.  As  a  body  they  have  co-operated  with  us 
and  their  untiring  efforts  have  aided  materially  in  the  ad- 
vancement of  our  schools. 

The  board,  with  the  advice  of  the  superintendent,  Mr. 
Cragin,  has  established  courses  of  study  which  ^enable 
the  student  to  obtain  a  practical  English  education  or  to 
prepare  for  college,  and  we  have  been  much  gratified  to 
learn  that  our  boys  have  won  as  high  a  mark  in  the  en- 
trance examinations  as  their  competitors. 

If  the  parents  would  visit  the  schools  more  frequently 
it  would  stimulate  the  teachers  and  encourage  the  children. 
The  more  interest  we  manifest  in  the  young  the  more  in- 
terest they  will  have  in  themselves. 

Through  the  liberality  of  some  of  our  citizens  the  flag 
of  our  country  floats  above  every  school  house  that  while 
the  system  of  government  is  taught  the  "Stars  and  Stripes" 
may  be  a  constant  reminder  of  the  Republic  and  a  source 
of  inspiration  and  patriotism. 

During  the  past  year  monthly  teachers'  meetings  have 
been  held  for  the  purpose  of  considering  methods  of 
teaching  and  educational  subjects.  These  meetings  have 
been  presided  over  by  the  superintendent  and  attended  by 
nearly  all  of  the  teachers.     The  board  expected  and    re- 
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quested  the  attendance  of  every  teacher,  but  as  the  matter 
was  beyond  our  jurisdiction,  we  could  not  make  our  order 
"Compulsory,

To  the  Board  of  Education: 

I  hereby  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  public  schools  of  Dist.  No.  1. 

The  year  which  has  just  closed  has  presented  many 
serious  difficulties,  which  have  interfered  with  the 
efficiency  of  our  schools.  As  it  was  wholly  beyond  our 
power  to  anticipate  or  to  avoid  these  difficulties,  we  have 
met  them  as  best  we  could. 

The  teachers  throughout  the  district  have  worked  hard 
and  faithfully  to  bring  their  respective  schools  up  to  a 
higher  standard  of  excellence.  That  they  have  not  been 
successful  in  every  instance  is  due,  not  so  much  to  any 
fault  of  theirs,  as  to  the  nature  of  the  difficulties  which 
they  have  had  to  encounter. 

First  among  these  has  been  the  unusually  large  attend- 
ance  in  the  primary  schools.  To  show  just  what  this 
has  been,  I  give  below  a  table  showing  the  whole  number 
of  different  pupils,  exclusive  of  those  who  have  attended 
any  other  public  school  during  the  year,  who  have  attend- 
ed each  one  of  our  schools.

The  above  table  shows  the  total  number  of  pupils  who 
have  attended  our  schools  during  the  year.  Comparing 
these  figures  with  the  totals  for  last  year,  which  were — 
boys,  364;  girls,  374,  we  have  an  increase  of  229  in  our 
school  population  during  the  year,  and  this  increase  has 
been  confined  almost  wholly  to  the  primary  schools. 

Primary  Schools. — The  four  new  school  rooms  in  the 
Gilford  avenue  building,  which  have  been  opened  during 
the  year,  and  which,  it  was  thought  would  accommodate 
all  the  extra  pupils  that  we  should  have  for  some  years  to 
come,  were  filled  as  fast  as  they,  were  opened;  and  our 
primary  rooms  are  crowded  as  badly  as  ever.  There  are 
also  probably  one  hundred  children  of  school  age  who 
are  not  attending  school  at  all  for  the  reason  that  we  have 
no  place  to  put  them.  9 

The  need  of  more  school  rooms  is  plain,  not  only  for 
the  sake  of  these  children,  who  are  not  attending  school 
at  all,  but  to  relieve  several  of  our  schools,  which  are  now 
badly  crowded. 

Crowding  fifty,  sixty  or  seventy  first  and  second  grade 
children  into  one  room  cannot  fail  to  destroy  the  efficiency 
of  the  school.  The  teacher  does  not  live  who  can  do 
first-class  work  under  these  conditions.  The  children  of 
these  grades  need,  and  must  have,  the  personal  individual 
assistance  of  the  teacher,  and  they  cannot  make  the  pro- 
gress which  the\-  should  where  the  number  is  much  in 
excess  of  40. 
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Another  difficulty  which  has  seriously  interfered  with 
our  progress  is  this,  the  two  hundred  (more  or  less) 
primary  children  who  have  come  to  us  during  the  year 
were  utterly  ungraded,  and  many  of  them  could  neither 
speak  nor  understand  the  English  language.  Their  instruc- 
tion had  been  so  different  from  ours  that  they  were  not 
fitted  to  enter  any  of  our  classes,  and  we  shall  scarcely 
get  them  reasonably  well  graded  by  the  close  of  another 
term. 

The  primary  schools,  then,  are  rrot  in  as  good  condition 
as  they  were  one  year  ago;  and  they  need  speedy  relief 
in  the  matter  of  numbers.  It  is  not  economy  to  crowd 
them,  for  poor  work  here  can  never  be  wholly  remedied, 
and  good  work  makes  every  subsequent  grade  more 
satisfactory. 

Intermediate  and  Grammar  Schools. — It  was  hoped 
last  year  that  we  might  dispense  with  the  Lake  street 
school  at  the  close  of  the  spring  term,  as  neither  the  room 
itself  nor  its  surroundings  are  suitable  for  school  purposes, 
but  we  have  been  obliged  to  retain  it,  though,  for  the 
most  part,  it  has  been  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition.  I 
am  glad,  however,  to  report  that  it  is  now  under  good 
discipline,  and  is  doing  satisfactory  work. 

The  remaining  intermediate  and  grammar  schools  have 
not  been  unduly  crowded,  and  have  done  work  which  will 
compare  well  with  the  work  of  previous  years. 

During  the  year  the  course  of  study  for  all  the  schools 
has  been  raised,  and  practically  rewritten,  with  the  pur- 
pose of  making  our  instruction  conform,  in  matter  as  well 
as  manner,  to  recognized  educational  standards.  Without 
entering  into  details,  which  will  appear  in  the  new  course, 
I  will  say  that  the  principal  features  of  the  revision  are: 
First,  a  simple,  systematic  course  in  science,  extending 
from  the  primary  grades  to  the  high  school;  second,  a 
practical  course  in  moral  instruction;  third,  a  broader, 
more  comprehensive  course  in  history,  beginning  in  the 
primary  grades  instead  of  the  higher  grammar,  as 
formerly;  fourth,  a  course  in  civil  government,  extending 
through  the  three  higher  grammar  grades;  fifth,  such 
changes  in  the  reading  instruction  as  shall  not  only  teach 
the  children  how  to  read,  but  shall  educate  their  tastes  to 
such  an  extent  that  when  they  leave  school  they  will  seek 
a  better  line  of  reading  than  the  dime  library  affords,  and 
will  have  higher  ideals  of  manliness  than  those  portrayed 
in  the  border  ruffian  or  the  boy  detective;  sixth,  a  course 
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in  English,  extending  through  the  four  years  of  the  high 
school. 

Let  no  one  suppose  that  these  new  subjects  are  to  be 
introduced  at  the  expense  of  the  sacred  three  R's  of  our 
fathers.  Reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  will  still  be 
taught  as  faithfully  as  we  can  teach  them;  and  the  primary 
children  are  not  to  be  taught  more  than  they  can  compre- 
hend. They  will  thrive  better,  intellectually,  on  a  mixed 
diet,  and  those  who  are  obliged  to  leave  school  before 
they  reach  the  grammar  or  high  school  grades  will  not 
lose  all  of  the  most  valuable  part  of  their  education. 

If,  as  I  understand  it,  the  purpose  of  the  school  is  to 
develop  in  the  children  those  qualities  which  go  to  make 
up  the  best,  most  efficient,  men  and  women,  we  must  not 
leave  all  the  studies  which  especially  promote  that 
development  to  the  high  school,  for  not  more  than  io  per 
cent.  of  our  school  children  ever  reach  that  grade. 

High  School. — The  work  in  the  high  school  during  the 
past  year  has  been  unusually  good.  The  average  atten- 
dance for  the  year  has  been  50,  which  is  larger  than  it  has 
heretofore  been.  The  percentage  of  attendance  for  the 
year  has  been  .95  per  cent.,  which  is  also  a  considerable 
advance  over  the  record  of  previous  years. 

Usually  only  about  12  per  cent,  of  the  pupils  of  this 
school  have  been  boys,  but  the  past  year  this  percentage 
has  risen  to  31  per  cent.  This  percentage  may  be  main- 
tained, and  doubtless  increased,  if  a  commercial  course  is 
introduced. 

I  would  suggest  that  this  matter  be  brought  before  the 
district  at  the  annual  meeting,  and  if  the  voters  of  the 
district  want  such  a  course  it  can  be  established  the  com- 
ing fall.  The  expense  need  not  be  large,  though  I  would 
not  recommend  the  establishing  such  a  course  unless  the 
district  is  willing  to  appropriate  money  enough  to  make 
it  a  good  one;  one  that  will  offer  to  boys  and  girls  a 
good,  practical  business  education. 

The  appropriation  of  Si 00  which  the  district  voted  at 
its  last  annual  meeting  for  the  purchase  of  physical 
apparatus  has  enabled  us  to  put  the  instruction  in  physics 
on  a  better  footing  than  it  has  been  before;  but  the  same 
amount  should  be  appropriated  for  several  years  to  come, 
or  better  still,  as  we  need  a  good  encyclopaedia,  give  us 
an  annual  appropriation  of  $200,  to  be  used  for  whatever 
is  most  needed,  for  a  few  years  until  we  have  the  apparatus 
and  reference  books  which  every  high  school  should  have. 
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Music. — The  work  in  music,  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Conant,  has  seemed  to  me  remarkably  good.  The  child- 
ren have  come  to  regard  it  as  a  study  and  are  making 
commendable  progress.  In  the  lower  grades  there  are 
few  who  do  not  sing  ;  and  in  a  few  years  the  same  will  be 
true  of  all  the  grades  ;  then  the  study  of  music  will  be  still 
more  popular  than  it  now  is  ;  and  it  will  have  established, 
if  it  has  not  already  done  so,  its  rights  to  a  place  in  our 
course  of  study. 

Drawing. — In  drawing  we  are  not  doing  the  work  that 
we  ought.  If  our  teachers  had  all  been  taught  the  same 
system  of  drawing  we  might  perhaps  succeed  without  a 
special  teacher  ;  but  as  it  is,  we  are  not  likely  to  do  so  ; 
and  I  recommend  that  the  coming  year  an  effort  be  made 
to  secure  the  services  of  a  competent  teacher  in  drawing. 
Perhaps  we  might  dispense  with  her  services  after  a  few 
years,  but  for  a  time  the  subject  should  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  a  specially-trained  teacher. 

School  Buildings. — I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
board  to  the  condition  of  the  Bowman  street  school  build- 
ing. Two  of  the  rooms  are  so  small  that  they  do  not 
properly  accommodate  the  children  who  attend  those 
schools,  to  say  nothing  of  the  impossibility  of  keeping 
the  rooms  properly  ventilated.  The  stairways  are  narrow 
and  so  placed  that  a  fire  starting  in  the  lower  hall  would 
cut  off  all  means  of  escape  from  the  upper  floor.  If  the 
stairways  could  be  placed  outside  of  the  building  and  the 
space  now  occupied  by  the  hallways  added  to  the  smaller 
rooms  and  a  basement  put  under  the  building  for  the  use 
of  the  children  in  cold  or  stormy  weather,  it  would  make 
a  very  good  primary  building. 

We  have  also  felt  the  need  of  more  room  in  the  high 
school,  for  the  past  year.  If  the  school  continues  to 
prosper,  it  will  not  be  long  before  we  shall  need  the  whole 
of  the  second  floor.  At  present  we  need  about  one-half 
of  the  space  occupied  by  the  1st  grammar  school.  By 
moving  one  partition  we  might  have  this  space  and  still 
leave  room  enough  for  the  grammar  school,  and  it  seems 
very  necessary  that  this  should  be  done.  I  would  also 
ask  the  board  to  finish  the  hall  in  the  high  school  build- 
ing. Every  school  building  should  have  a  hall.  If  we 
had  one  we  could  bring  the  parents  into  closer  relations 
with  the  schools.  We  could  use  it  to  the  advantage  of 
the  schools  themselves.     We  have,   in  the  upper  part  of 
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our  building,  space  for  a  good  hall;  and  it  is  space  which 
is  suitable  for  no  other  purpose. 

Evening  School. — I  would  also  call  the  attention  of 
the  board  to  the  growing  need  of  a  free  evening  school 
and  ask  them  to  consider  the  advisability  of  establishing 
one  the  coming  winter.  Many  who  are  too  old  or  too  busy 
to  attend  the  day  schools  might  avail  themselves  of  an 
opportunity  to  improve  their  evenings. 

For  the  past  year  the  attendance  has  been  in  the  main 
good,  and  there  have  been  fewer  instances  of  tardiness 
than  usual,  though  they  are  still  far  too  numerous. 

There  has  seemed  to  be  more  interest,  on  the  part  of 
parents,  in  the  schools  this  year  than  heretofore. 

The  registers  show  that  the  following  visits  have  been 
made  during  the  year.  By  members  of  the  school  board, 
129;  by  the  superintendent,  178;  by   parents  and  citizens, 

984. 

It  is  a  hopeful  sign  when  parents  visit  the  schools  fre- 
quently; for  by  their  presence  and  active  interest  in  the 
progress  of  their  children  they  can  do  much  to  assist  the 
teachers  and  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  schools.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Up-Town  District  of  Laconia: 

We  herewith  submit  our  annual  report  relating  to  the 
schools  under  our  charge. 

The  school  year  has  been  one  of  more  than  ordinary 
profit  to  our  scholars,  and  the  efforts  of  our  teachers  have 
been  well  rewarded,  by  the  good  advancement  made  in 
the  several  studies. 

It  has  been  our  plan  to  retain  the  services  of  our  teach- 
ers during  the  entire  year,  and  we  have  followed  this 
plan  as  far  as  possible,  believing  that  a  teacher  can  ac- 
complish more  and  better  work  by  being  acquainted  with 
the  wants  and  needs  of  the  pupils  under  their  charge. 

We  shall  not  speak  of  the  merits  of  any  particular 
teacher,  but  we  will  take  them  as  a  whole,  and  say  that 
the  work  accomplished  is  evidence  enough  of  their  suc- 
cess. 

The  Weirs  school  was  taught  during  the  first  and  sec- 
ond term  by  Callie  D.  Green,  the  third  term  was  under 
the  management  of  Perry  E.  Hunt. 

The  Union  school,  which  is  composed  of  pupils  from 
the  towns  of  Meredith  and  Laconia,  was  taught  during 
the  whole  year  by  Gorda  N.  Bean. 
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The  remaining  school  was  under  the  charge  of  Minnie 
E.  Maloon  for  the  entire  year. 

We  notice  by  the  registers  that  the  number  of  visitors 
in  some  of  the  schools  has  been  large,  and  we  believe  this 
is  a  great  help  to  the  teachers.  A  hearty  co-operation  of 
teacher,  pupil  and  parents  is  sure  to  make  a  successful 
ending  in  school  work. 

We  are  also  pleased  to  see  that  there  has  been  an 
endeavor  made  by  some  of  the  pupils  to  have  their  names 
appear  on  the  roll  of  perfect  attendance,  and  thos*e  who 
have  succeeded  are  deserving  of  much  praise. 

There  were  three  terms  in  each  school  during  the  year 
of  ten  weeks  each.
